blackest fog within a four years' mem- 
ory fell upon certain portions of Lon- 
don and also on that night came the 
first announcement of the border ris- 
ings against the I'ersian government 
m the province of Kuorassan—the an- 
nouncement that, speculated 
upon, 


even smiled at, at the time, assumed 
such significance in the light of after 
events. 


At S o'clock the news spread through 


the house ot commons, but at 9 men in 
the inner lobbies were gossiping, not 
so niufh upon how far Ilu>Ma, while 
ostensibly upholding the shah, had 
pulled the strings b\ which the insur- 
gents danced, as upon the manner m 
which the St. George's Gazette, the 
Tory eveu.ng newspaper, had seized 
upon the incident and shaken it in the 
faces of the go\ernment. 


More than once before Lakely, the 


owner and editor of the St. George's, 
had stepped outside the decorous circle 
of tradition and taken a plunge into 
modern journalism, but tonight he es- 
sayed deeper waters than before and 
under an almost sensational heading 
declared that in this apparently inno- 
cent border rising we had less an out- 
come of mere racial autagpnism tha.n 
a first faint index of a long cbenshed 
Russian scheme, growing to a gradual 
matmity under the "drift" policy of 
the present British government. 


The effect produced by this pro- 


nouncement, if strong, •was varied. 
Members of the opposition saw. or 
thought they saw, a reflection of it in 
the smiling unconcern on the minis- 
terial benches, and the government 
had an uneasy sense that behind the 
newly kindled interest on the other 
side of the hotise lay some mysterious 
scenting of battle from afar off. But 
though these impressions ran like elec- 
tricity through the atmosphere, noth- 
ing tangible marked their passage, and 
the ordinary business of the house pro- 
ceeded until half past 11, when an ad- 
journment was moved.

was John Chilcote, member for Eat,t 
Wark. 
He passed out of the house 


quickly, with the half furtive quick- 
ness that inaiks a self absorbed man, 
and as he passed the policeman stand- 
ing stolidlj under the arched doorway 
of the big courtyard he swerved a lit- 
tle, as if startled out of his thoughts.

We shall have something very pleas- 
arut to say t<j you before we close about what you have ac- 
complished; .but our immediate object is to tell you about our 
plans for next year.

_,you have known from addresses,, both oral and -written, what 
"our amibitlon has been for years in the Industrial part of our 


business. You will bear us witness that our treatment 
of the 


policy-holders has been one of progressive liberality ever since 


the present administration of the Company began. The very 


flrst.year of'Its incumbency Paid-up policies—theretofore un- 
known to Industrial insurance in .this country—were announced, 
! anil 'oVery vear since then something hasf been done for Indus- 
trial policy-holders beyond any promise made in the policies. 
Bulletin No. 195 set forth these concessions and bounties up 
to its date and since ther. the 
succ°ssive years 
have 
been 


marked by progressive gifts «nd benefits offered to policy-hold- 
ers; and this year the Company has been disbursing the enorm- 
ous sum of about two millions of dollars in voluntary dividends 
upon non-particlpaitiiiR Industrial policies; bringing the total 
amount of unpromised dividends in twelve years to about ten 
millions of dollars to ind-istrial policy-holders in the form of 
dividends on premiums, dividends on death 
claims and 
in- 


creases of benefits upon existing policies. 


We have been enabled to accomplish this work all these 


years by steady improvements in business methods, by steady 
extensions of bufiness territory, by steady additions to insur- 
ance in force, by watchfulness in writing and taking care of 
business, resulting in a decreasing death 
rate, 
decreasing 


lapse rate and decreasing expense rate. These improvements 
we haye announced to you from year to year; but'perhaps 
from this very fact—their gradual, steady proaressiveness—you 
have failed to grasp their full significance. Yet year by year 
we have told you our aim—to reduce exoenses, to improve the 
death rale, to better the policies, to distribute the surplus, so 
thai each year a larger proportionate amount could be returned 
to policy-holders and a smaller proportionate amount used in 
expenses 


Within the last few years our disbursements for death claims 


have been so continuously and markedly less in proportion to 
Income and our improvements in ratio of expenses shown so 
steady an improvement, that we thought the time had <*ome to 
make- a scientific resurvev, so to speak, of the technical feat- 
ures of the business. 
We have made investigations into our 


mortality and drawn off into various periods our experience of 
mortality 
The morality tables upon which our present tables 


our founded were taken from the experience of ] 890-1894. 
A 


Comparison of this with tables taken from the experience of 
other periods has shown a steady improvement in mortality. In 
the rase of children the result is really startling. Take, for in- 
stance, ago two next birthday. Our present table shows 49 3 
deaths per thousand; a table 1S9<M905 shows but 36 9: 
ago 


three the figures are respectively 1? and 24.H; tige five 1C and 
9.8; 
age ten 5.5 and 3.S and this,improvement runs through 


the Infantile table. 
As to adults there is also a marked 1m 


provemenit. 


These facts convince us that the time has come to construct 


new tables of benefits founded upon our experience of 1896- 
1905; and we are confirmed in our conviction by the fact that 
a table drawn from the years 1901-1905 shows a Better experi- 
ience than that of the full decade. Ana it seems to us justtobase 
these tables upon the experience of white lives;and to give bene- 
fits based upon the improvement which we feel certain is penman 
ont.. How great this improvement is we illustrate by a few 
figures comparing the table upon which our present benefits 
•Jre based with a table of white lives for the past ten years.

The other element 


besides mortality involve'! in a table of benefits is of course 
the ^xpense. As you know, our ratio of expense to premium 
Income has been falling Mr some years; this year the reduc- 
tion lias been phenomenal and will rWch, we think, by the end 
of thc'year, three percent! This alone means a saving of near- 
ly on* and a half million? of dollars! We shall show a lower 
ratio of expense for 1906 than has been experienced by any In- 
dustrial company, in the world. 


One other element goes into the construction of tables of 


benefits- and that is the maturity of the policies. When w« 
made up our present table we were convinced that the public was 


enamoured of endowments. Our Industrial business has been 
issued for ten years, as you know, mainly upon Endowment 
tables — Increasing Life and Endowment policies and Twenty- 
year Endowments forming a very large proportion, in some 
years over 90 per cent., of our total business. One disadvantage 
of this table has been that it largely increased the reserve. 
Our children's Increasing Life and Endowment policies have 
been endowment's payable after periods of 47-years and up- 
wards according to age at issuo. Compared with the Whole 
Life tables issued by oth?r companies these, have made neces- 
sary the accumulation of an increase of many millions of dol- 
lars in reserve. Unthinking persons come to the conclusion 
that this piles up the wealth of the Company forgetting that 
along with the increase >of assets runs th-o increase of liabilities, 
and that the wealth of a company consists in its surplus; and 
completely overlooking the remarkable fact that we have de- 
iberately kept down our surplus to "about ten per cent, of our 
assets by annual distributions of the excess of surplus earned 
sto the policy-holders who contributed to it. Public opinion" has 
changed and now cares more for death benefits than endow- 
ments. We are in business to please the public. We have a 
good deal of evidence that Ordinary Life and Limited Payment 
Life contracts are thought preferable to Endowments. We have 
resolved therefore to discontinue our Increasing Life and En- 
dowmenitypolicies, which weie designed to meet the public de- 
mand formerly existing, and which were, we believe, the first 
tables ever really scientifically constructed for Industrial polic- 
ies Our new Industrial policies will therefore be Whole Life 
contracts. But we think that as to these there are signs of a 
belief on the part of the public that payment of premiums ought 
to cease with old age. It js hard for people to see what to any 
mathematician is self-evident, that in life insurance the com- 
paniese are enabled to pay the policies _ in full on lives of 
those who die soon after insurance only by the receipt of prem- 
iniums from those who live out and bevond their expectations; 
and that the hardship upor. those who live long is only the con- 
tribution to the unfortunate which is the essential basis of 1'fo 
insurance 
However, it i« possible of course to make tables 


for limited payments, and the problem is therefore to fix an 
age that shall not be so young as to raise the i>remiuias~ or 
(what is the same in Ind istrial insurance where the 
unit is 


the premium and not the amount of insurance) 
to reduce the 


benefits unduly and on the other hand to fix the age not so 
old that the benefits of the limits of payment of premium fchall 
be lost. 
We- have fixed a;?e 75 as the limit of payment of 


premiums because at thit age we aie enabled to only slightly 
reduce the benefits during life and because we have not re- 
received many complaints of the necessity of paving premiums 
up to that age. And to tv occasional complaint that "people 
never live to such old ag\" \\e may answer that in 1000 we 
•shall have voluntarily, a^ matter of grace, paid about 2,7500 
claiu's as Endowments On policies issued as vVhole Life 'oil 
persons reaching age SO after paving premiums for 36 years 
or over. 


Constructing a table oj benefits upon these four principles— 


Whole Life instead of Endowment-;: our recwiit mortality ex- 
perience instead of our old; a loading proportioned to our re- 
duced expenses; and the payment of premiums ceasing after 
ago 75—we shall put fort^ for 1907 new tables in the Indus- 
trial department which aTO better than any company has here- 
tofore issued and better than we have ever before this felt it 
safe to issue. 


The most striking change is in the Infantile table, because 


there wo substitute Life tables with nayment of premiums lim- 
ited to age 75 for our comparatively short 
Increasing Endow- 


ment tables now in use; and are therefore enabled to pay in 
benefits what we have bpen compelled to hold as reserve lia- 
bility upon the endowment features. 


Our new Infantile tables will pay nearly as much in death 


benefits for a weekly premium of five cents as we have hereto- 
fore paid for a weekly premium of ten cents. It is of course un- 
derstood that the law fixes a maximum of benefits 
payable 


upon children and this we cannot exceed. 
We have therefore 


increased the benefits at the later ages for persistence. 
Thus 


at age two at entry the benefit in case of death ait age nine is 
$173, 
while the benefit at age three at entry dying at age nine 


is $169, and the benefit at age four at entry' dying at ago nine 
is $165, and so op. This is a recognition of the additional years 
for which premiums havebeen .paid by those entering at earlier 
aaes When death occurs it the same age It follows from this 
large increase of benefits for <ivc cents that hereafter no policy 
will be Issued under the In fan ale tables for a total premium of 
more than five cents. Anl to meet a desire for less insurance, 
especially in large families, we have a table with proportionate 
benefits for a weekly premium of three cents. 


Our Adult tables show an increase of benefits for the same 


premium based strictly upon our tables of mortality. At age 
ten the increase is 12> 1-2 per cent over our present Life, table 
and nearly 18 per cent, o/er our Increasing Life ind Endow- 
ment table. At age 20 the increase is over nine per cent, and 
over 23 per cent, respectively; at age 30 the increase is nearly 
nearly six per cent, and nearly 20 per cent., respectively; at 
age 40 the increase is two per cent and over 13 per cent re- 
spectively, and so on. And in comparing these tables with our 


present Whole Life table (and with those of most of the other 
Industrial companies) it must not be forgotten that these old 
tables provide for payment of m-emiums during the whole of 
life, while under oui new tables pa>ment of premiums ceases 
at age 75. 


We have increased the immediate benefits under all of these 


policies in accordance with the rule we made retroactive this 
year, to half-benefits during- the first six months and full bene- 
fits thereafter. 


We have introduced into all of these policies new -features in 


way of surrender values. Paid-np policies will be granted after 
three years at the option of the holder; and cash surrenders 
will be paid after ten years. 
The policies will be -in new and 


Attractive forms, with three pages instead,of two, in order to 
set forth all of the concessions, making the rights 
o£ the 


policy-holders so plain that anv one will be .able to tell what 
he is entitled to 
And tho whole contract will be expressed 


in the policy, doing1 away entirely with the necessity of a copy 
of tl"2 application, using the fonr in this respect for all policies 
under $300..

AndTwliat 
is most interesting as we1! as complimentary to the Metrapoli- 
tropolitan is the fact, which appeared in the newspaper dis- 
cussion at the time of the adoption of the report and bills. 
that this restriction by liw was lustified bv the experience of 
this Company in the mat'er of expense a>> shown by ar- analy- 
sis ot its annual reports. It i«s true that this Company kept its 
expenses almost within tie limit prescribed by the new statute. 
But the statute is a penal one and we cannot run any risk of 
over-running the limit o< expense.
